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Duanc THE PAST SEVERAL YEARS the Mis- 
suri Association of Secondary School 
Principals has been sponsoring discussion 
meetings in which administrators and 
teachers have participated. These discus- 
sion meetings have sought to clarify sound 
principles of secondary education. During 
the past two years the discussion meetings 
sponsored jointly by the State Department 
of Education and the Missouri Association 
of Secondary School Principals have dealt 
largely with the new courses of study now 
being used in the high schools of Missouri. 


Curtailment of transportation facilities 
makes it impossible to schedule similar dis- 
cussion meetings this year, however, it 
would seem unwise to abandon a program 
that has had much to do with the progress 
of secondary education in Missouri during 
the past few years. In fact, there are many 
reasons why it is more necessary for us to 
share our ideas and experiences now than 
ever before. 

In many of the high schools of Missouri, 
particularly in the smaller ones, more than 
fifty per cent of the teaching staff were not 
teaching last year. Some of these new teach- 
ers are from other states, others have re- 
entered the profession after several years 
absence. Neither group is familiar with the 
philosophy of education which guided 
those who prepared the courses of study 
they will be expected to use. Old teachers 
as well as new ones are confronted with the 
problem of adapting courses of study to 
wartime and post-war demands. To de- 
velop educational programs that prepare 
youth for victory and the post-war period 
requires the pooled judgment and experi- 
ence of all teachers and administrators. 

Although it will not be possible to hold 
group discussion meetings this year, the 
Missouri Association of Secondary School 
Principals will attempt to further the de- 
velopment of “A Dynamic Program of Edu- 
cation for the Youth of Missouri” in other

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CIVIL AIR PATROL CADETS 


Formation of a young people’s volunteer 
aviation corps—Civil Air Patrol Cadets—has 
heen announced by the Office of Civilian De- 
fense. The organization will parallel the senior 
Civil Air Patrol. Cadets will study navigation, 
meteorology, radio, and other aviation subjects 
—but not flying. On completion of their train- 
ing and graduation from high school they will 
be eligible to the Civil Air Patrol, where 18 is 
the minimum age for flying assignments. 





FLAG SALUTE 
The West Virginia Board of Education has 
been ordered by a federal court to cease requir- 
ing a flag salute by students who are members 
of Jehovah’s Witnesses or any others who have 
conscientious religious scruples against such 
salutes. 





MINIMUM SALARY LAWS 


There are now twenty-four states and one 
territory where minimum salary laws are in 
effect. State-aid in seven additional states helps 
to determine salaries of teachers. Between 1940 
and 1942 minimum-salary standards have been 
raised in thirteen of the twenty-four states. 


BE GENEROUS TO JAPANESE 

The Federal Government is’ supporting 
schools for the education of Japanese children 
in the segregation colonies established in the 
state of Arkansas. The minimum weekly salary 
of the lowest grade elementary school teacher 
in the schools maintained for these Japanese 
children is $24.23. The minimum weekly salary 
of the upper grade elementary teacher in these 
schools is $31.15. THE AVERAGE WEEKLY 
SALARY OF TEACHERS, PRINCIPALS 
AND SUPERVISORS IN THE PUBLIC 
ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS OF THE STATE OF ARKAN- 
SAS IS $11.23. 


HATCH ACT 


A victory for the citizenship rights of teach- 
ers seems assured as the Brown Amendment 
to the Hatch Act goes into the home stretch. 
The amendment, supported by the National 
Education Association and the National Com- 
mission for the Defense of Democracy through 
Education, will remove certain obnoxious fed- 
eral controls from teachers who are paid in 
part from federal funds. Passed by the U. S. 
Senate and the House of Representatives in 
slightly different forms, the Amendment is now 
in conference for reconciling minor differences. 
Note:—As this issue goes to press word has 
been received that the President has signed 
the measure.—Editor. 
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NURSERY SCHOOLS 

By specific act of Congress July 2, 1942 in 
Public Service Law 651, Congress appropriated 
$6,000,000 to be spent for nursery schools under 
the auspices of the WPA. These schools will 
be provided for the children of mothers who are 
employed in the war industry. Previously a 
budgetary allocation from the appropriation 
made under the Lanham Act made available 
$6,000,000 for operational costs of schools in 
war industry communities. A substantial por- 
tion of this amount may be used for nursery 
schools. The federal government is not always 
parsimonious when it provides educational op- 
portunity. There are fifteen states in which the 
total current expenses of the public school sys- 
tem are not more than $12,000,000 per year. 





AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF JUNIOR 
COLLEGES CANCEL ANNUAL MEETING 


The American Association of Junior Colleges 
has decided to cancel its annual meeting this 
winter, according to vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the association just announced at 
Washington. Instead of the one national meet- 
ing previously scheduled for St. Louis March 
4-6, six regional meetings will be held at points 
convenient to junior college administrators in 
the areas covered by the six regional junior 
college organizations. 


THE SOCIAL STUDIES 
IN WARTIME AMERICA 


National Conference to be Held in New York 
City 

When teachers of the social studies from all 
parts of the country gather in New York City 
during the Thanksgiving holidays, November 
26-28, they will participate in the formulation 
of a statement on the role of the social studies 
and the social-studies teacher in wartime Amer- 
ica. A preliminary draft of this statement is 
now being formulated by a nation-wide Com- 
mission on Wartime Policy, headed by Howard 
E. Wilson of Harvard University. Members 
of this National Commission from Missouri in- 
clude Dr. Elmer Ellis, University of Missouri, 
and Dr. Julian Aldrich, Maryville State Teach- 
ers College. The Commission was appointed 
in early October by Roy A. Price of Syracuse 
University, president of the National Council 
for the Social Studies. 

The Thanksgiving conference will constitute 
the twenty-second annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Council for the Social Studies.

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The war continually calls for more com- 
munity services related to the prosecution 
of the war. There will be more rationing 
programs at which to labor. The salvage 
campaigns, the conservation campaigns will 
increase in intensity as the war progresses. 
The vital programs of morale building; 
the maintenance of health and recreation 
programs, calling for nurses’ aides, for com- 
munity clinics, and for extension of the 
knowledge of nutrition, will depend upon 
ieachers for leadership and participation. 


In spite of the additional responsibilities 
which war imposes upon teachers, the long- 
time program of education as an instru- 
ment of civilization cannot be abandoned 
nor neglected. The multiplicity of war ac- 
tivities will cease with victory. The schools 
must go on. Their contribution to peace 
iseven more fundamentally important than 
it is to war. 

The framework of our evolving educa- 
tional system must not be permitted to 
break down. The schools cannot adequate- 
ly serve democracy unless the opportunity 
to secure education of a reasonable quality 
is extended to all American children. This 
waits upon participation of the federal gov- 
ernment in the financial support of schools. 
Teachers will need to work toward this 
goal, even in this emergency. 

In specially serving their country in war- 
time, and in continuing an institution con- 
sistent with democratic ideals and the con- 
ditions of peace, teachers are asked for all 
that they can give. However, there is dan- 
ger that previous energy may be wasted 
through lack of unified plan and organized 
effort. Never before has the profession so 
needed its organizations as it does now. To 
protect the individual teacher from the im- 
position of trivial and unnecessary burdens, 
to secure for her adequate financial com- 
pensation from the only source where it is 

available, to uphold the long-time program 
of education, the profession needs unpre- 
cedented solidarity. 

The strength and the integrity of the pro- 
fession is on trial. Every teacher who has 
not joined his local, state and national as- 
sociations should do so at once, and keep 
informed of what the associations are do- 
ing, holding themselves in readiness to co- 
operate as the organizations move toward 
their objectives.
